Com 
ing as It appears to. directly from ttio 
beads of the sugar beet Industry In 
this state and Michigan, the prospects 
Tor Janesville being chosen for the 
site of a beet sugar factory during 
the.coming summer seems very good. 


Two Factories 
"Possibly two large beet sugar mills 


'—one Is now assured—with a dally 
capacity of 600 tons each, and costing 
In the uggregato over $1.200.000 will 
be built In Wisconsin before the close 
of the year. 
One of the mills Is 
to 


be built at Chlppcwa Falls, whllo It 
Is possible that the other will bo lo- 
cated near Janesville. 
The deal Is 
being promoted by the Wisconsin 
Sugar Deet company, which owns 
tho large mill now In operation at 
Menomonee Falls, but beet sugar men 
from Michigan will bo Interested and 
will furnish much of the capital. 
Start Soon 


"Worlc In the mill to bo erected at 


Chlppewa Falls will be started late 
this summer, or In the fall." said Pres- 
ident n. J. Wagner of tho Wisconsin 
Beet Sugar company yesterday. "The 
second plant to bo built will undoubt- 
edly be located at Janesville. as there 
seems to be no doubt but that 
we 


shall he able shortly to secure enough 
guarantees of acreage In Hock. Wai- 
•snirth and Green counties to warrant 
us putting up a mill there. 
As soon 


as the farmers can guarantee -1,000 
acres the plant will be erected as we 
have agreed, and there Is every prob- 
ability that the acreage will be se- 
cured. 
While tho farmers in 
tho 


vicinity of Dorchester arc growing 
beets, there Is little chance of a plant 
being built there for some time. 
At 


Kaukauna and Green Bay much at- 
tention Is being given to tho culture 
of the beet, and next year may see 
the erection of a mill at Kaukauna. 


Janesville Farmers Interested 
"Agents of our 
company 
have 


been spending some time at Janea- 
. •vllle lately. . The 
farmers In that 


• section seem greatly Interested and 
the prospects for a large 
acreage 


• there the coming summer are very 
good. 
While It has only been 
a few 


months since the Rock county people 
began to take Interest In beet culture, 
and although they are narly a year 
behind other localities, which 
aro 


seeking tho location 
of mills, they 
bave made rapid progress and a large 
number of the farmers within a rad- 
ius of twenty miles from Jancsvlllo 
•will grow from one to flvo acres of 
beets this year. 
This Is done that 


the plant at Menomonee Falls might 
not become overcrowded with beets 
•next fall." We aim to tako care or 
all beets grown In tho state and wo 
•would much rather have a farmer 
grow one acre than five and at the 
same time Increase the number of 
growers. 
It Is. In other words, a 


campaign of Instruction. 


Michigan Capital Invested 


• "The new mill which the Michigan 
capitalists are erecting at Monomlnee, 
Mich., just across from 
Marlnctte, 


•will have a capacity of 1,000

primary, general or special election1; 
must not at any time, either before or 
during or after an election, either by 
himself or through another, buy, give 
or present cigars, drinks or any form 
of entertainment to any person In 
order to Insure or promote hlsfor their 
election. Neither are any of the can- 
didates to be allowed to hire or em- 
ploy-or make use of carriages in con- 
voying electors to tho polls. Any per- 
son so doing shall bo guilty of treating 
and shall be fined from $100 to ?500 
or Imprisonment for six months.

Some Startling Propositions 


Of all ridiculous consistencies per- 


petrated under color of law. nothing 
could exceed the Idea of recognizing 
each man's home as his castle, and 
then canflslcating It because 
tho 
owner Is too poor to pave the street. 
A system of taxation that robs a sin- 
gle family of their home, cannot be 
Justified upon the ground that the 
majority of property owners are able 
to meet the tax. 


The subject Is a delicate one to 


discuss In a newspaper, and the Ob- 
served declines for good reasons to 
give the exact amount of outstanding 
lands which now encumber private 
property on tho macadamized streets. 
It sums up many thousands of dol- 
lars all of which draws 
Interest, 


which the property owners must pay. 


But more Interesting still. Is the 


startling proposition that the city may 
yet have to refund every dollar of 
special taxes levied for street build- 
ing1 In this city. 


The courts hold Invariably that 


such special assessment must be lev- 
led strictly according to law In 'order 
to avoid constitutional 
Inhibition. 


And no one knows how soon 
tne 


supreme court may sweep the whole 
business aside.

Difference In Property Benefits 


Every good citizen Is In favor of 


having good streets, good uidewalks, 
well paved gutters, and a tidy look- 
Ing city. 
These things are among 


the necessities of city life and no de- 
cent taxpayer thinks of 
protesting 


against the payment. 


Again, It Is observed that there is 
a distinction between tho 'residence 
and business streets of the city. Pro- 
perty in the business districts Is 
better able to pay for Improvements 
because It receives tenfold greater 
bcnflts. 
There Is hardly any comparison 


to be made between these two kinds 
of property In the matter of direct 
benefits conferred by street Improve- 
ments. 
Hence the Impropriety of ap- 


plying the same rule of special as- 
sessments to both. 
The business 


property can afford to pay for tho 
improvement. 
Residence 
property 


derives no such corresponding bene- 
fit and ought not to stand the entire 
expense of this public utility. 
In 


the one case the property awner 
receives the greatest amount of bene- 
fit, while In tho other case tho resi- 
dence property Is slightly benetlttcd 
in appearance only. 


(Uniformity of Taxes Levied 


Clearly enough the macadamizing 


of streets Is an Industry that can be 
rushed for the money there Is In It, 
under cover of bestowing a benefit. 
But as the property owner Is com- 
pelled to pay his special tax and at 
. the same time contribute his regular 
tax to help regain his {neighbor's 
streets, tho principle of uniformity 
which controls the just taxation Is 
repudiated. 


Too Much at Once 


How 111 this arbitrary plan suit 


the taxpayers when macamamlzlng' 
shall extend to tho outskirts of the 
city. Including farm lands at tho rate 
of $100 per lot? Neither the business 
of Janesvllle. nor tho assessed valua 
tlon. of Its residence property nor 
both, combined, can stand too much at 
onco of special street Improvements. 
Property owners should have some- 
thing' to say, and their wishes treat 
ed with respect. 
It cannot bo that 


tho law makers at Madison ever In- 
tended to clotho common 
councils 


with despotic powers and make street 
contrntors tho whole thing. 


Their Different Methods 


During the experimental period or 


street macadamizing tho work was 
charged to the ward1 fund, as for In- 
stance the Corn Exchange block, and 
a part of one block south on Jack- 
son street. 
The second plan adopted 


was to divide the expense half and 
half between th property owner and 
the ward. 
The third and latest plan 


makes the property stand all the ex- 
pense except the street Intersections, 
and as these Include tho gutters It 
•will be seen that tho ward fund has 
to bo drawn upon to some extent. 


Of the three plans the least objec- 


tionable Is the second which divides 
the expense equally between the pro- 
pert}" which Is nominally benefited 
and% the city which receives tho act- 
ual benefit of the Improved street. 


Pandora Box Flew Open 
It Is the common sense plan, and 


had It been adhered to by the council, 
and a reasonable amount of such Im- 
provements agreed upon each year 
and treating all property holders alike, 
with special favors to none, the op- 
position could easily have been kept 
at a minimum. 
But with the adop 


tlon of the latest and most expensive 
plan with Its opportunities for Inflic- 
ting punishments or extending f 
ors through the net work of mixed 
Inspection tho pandora box flew open 
at last and the citizens began to talk. 


This feeling of resentment had been 


long suppressed, but when the whole 
city roused up and found Itself penal- 
ized with a startling general tax, the 
time was ripe for a change. 
This 


Is what supplied tho foundation for 
the league's existence, and building 
contracts came In secondary. 
. ' Caesar's Wife the Model 
In this matter no reference IB made 


to reports of mismanagement at the 
stone quarry as concerning loads of 
stono delivered free of charge. There 
may bo legitimate reasons for this 
sort of favors, and city tarns, so-called, 
may seem to be working for private 
Interests when In fact they are bene- 
fiting the city. 
The reader

please note that tho Observer Intends 
to avoid even the appearance of bias 
In maters of this kind the rule Is 
imperative, that the critic as well as 
tho law maker should pattern after 
Caesar's wife, and not furnish mater- 
ial to be talked about. 


Disagreeable Conclusions

OUTLINE OF 
GENERAL PLAN 


Rule Against Outside Coaching Will 


Be Continued This Year In 


This District. 


Throughout all the High schools of 


the state, the Interest of the students 
Is beginning to center in tho coming 
declamatory contests, for which tho 
preliminary preparations havo 
al- 


ready been commenced In 
the sev- 


eral schools. 
The same 
general 


rules will govern the "contests as In 
past years. 
Each year the state contest, which 


Is held In Madison, Is preceded by a 
series of preliminary contests. 
The 


first of all arc held In tho several 
high schools at which tho four stu- 
dents ranking highest are chosen to 
represent the school In 
tho League. 


Two contestants In each league are 
chosen to go Into the district contest 
at which the representatives for the 
state contest are chosen. 


Nine Dlsrlcts 


Tho state Is divided into nine dis- 


tricts with the normal schools 
as 
centers. 
Each district contest la 


under the management of the nor- 
mal school president and In the main 
this rule has proved satisfactory. An 
effort to change tho plan, to divide 
the Htate Into eleven Instead of nine 
districts and to take tho control from 
the normal schools and place It en- 
tirely with tho High schools. 
was 


made this year at the meeting of ».i« 
state board of control for tho declam 
atory contests but was defeated. 


In Whitewater District 


The Janesvlllo High school belongs 


to the district which has Its center 
In tho Whitewater normal 
school. 


Subordinate to the district organiza- 
tion Is the league, tho ono with which 
tho Janesvllle school Is connected also 
Including tho High schools at Belolt, 
Edgt-rton, Whitewater and Evansville. 


Supt. H. C. Buell Is chairman of 


the contest board of control for the 
dlfltrlct. the other members 
being 


Principals Whlpple, of Bnraboo; Mar- 
tin, of Whitewater;. Healy of Milton 
Junction, and Kllng of Evansvllle. At 
a vote taken recently this committee 
voted to continue the rule which 
was adopted last year regarding out- 
side coaching for the contestants. 


No Outside Coaching 


The rule In question provides thai 


no student shall glvo a selection on 
elthnr league or district contest on 
which the contestant 
has received 


coaching from any one not regularly 
In the employ of the board of educa- 
tion as a teacher. 
This limits 
the 


help that can-be received to 
tho 


teachers in the public schools.. The 
rule was aimed directly at 
the Jan 


esville'school because It was claimed 
that the local students had a better 
chance than those of other schools. If 
outside training were permitted. 


Adapted Last Year 


Last year the rule was enforced for 


tho first time and tho result was not 
as satisfactory as had been expecte< 
•owing to the fact that the Evans- 
vllle school, which was Instrumenta 
In securing Its adoption, violated its 
provisions by attempting to evade 
them. 
Protest was mado and after a 


tedious taking of evidence In 
the 


caae a decision adverse to the Evans 
vllle contestant was rendered and he 
•was not allowed to represent 
tho 


) district In the state contest. 
This 


rule, which many Interested parties 
consider unjust, will bo given anoth 
cr trial this year.

good leaf, but they claim tho right 
of selection and refuse to buy any 
old kind of tobacco at top figures.

Washington. Feb. 12.—The state- 


hood bill was before the senate and 
Mr. More*": of Alabama resumed his 
remarks In favor of the bill. He re- 
ferred to the bill once or twice. In or- 
der to give color to his time-killing 
speech, but the general tenor of his 
remarks was about Colombia, the ob- 
ject of his filibustering being to delay 
the vote on the Colombian treaty be- 
yond March 4, when the option ex- 
pires. 


He stuck to his statehood text, how- 


ever, when dealing with the Mormon 
question, on which he made some 
pungent remarks. He referred to the 
election of Mr. Smoot as senator from 
Utah, and aald ho would never think 
of opposing his entry Into the senate 
because be was an apostle of the Mor- 
mon church, because religion In this 
country by the constitution Is Intend- 
ed to be free and intended to be pro- 
tected. 


Creed Is No Bar. 


He said the people of tlio United 


States are not going to listen tosargu- 
merits against Mormonlsm In Utah 
and Arizona when every power Is be- 
ing1 strained for action upon a treaty 
with Colombia having an organic re- 
ligious law. 


This led him by easy stages to the 


/ concordat of Pope Plus IX which con 


stltuted a part of the organic law of 
Colombia, and said that the United 
States Intended to put the heel of Ig- 
nominious contempt on the organic 
law of Colombia with respect to re- 
ligious freedom and trample It under 
foot. 


"We are treating with those peo- 


ple." he said, "with the intent and 
purpose of destroying that law or else 
for.the purpose and under such cir- 
cumstances as to disgrace the United 
States." 


Fears Religious War. 


He asked who was to reconcile the 


two propositions when the Colombians 
contend for their organic religious law 
•while the United States Is contending 
for the constitution of the United 
States, and who would prevent a re-
